The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 . (Currently amended) A kit comprising: 

a first article having a surface; and 

a peptide sequence immobilized relative to or adapted to be immobilized relative 
to the surface, the peptide sequence comprising a portion of a cell surface receptor, in 
which an interchain binding region has been removed to the extent necessary to 
prevent self-aggregation of the peptide, whieh wherein the peptide sequence interacts 
with an activating ligand to promote cell proliferation , wherein the primary sequence of 
said cell surface receptor consists residues 1 1 1 0-1 1 54 of SEQ ID NO:1 0 . 

Claims 3-9, 48-1 1 2, 1 49, 1 58-21 1,215-217, 220, 222-225, 227 have been 
cancelled. 

Claim 228. (Currently amended) The kit according to claim 3 1., wherein the 
MGFR peptide sequence comprises at least 12 contiguous amino acids from the 
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sequence GT I NVHDVETQFNQYKTEAASPYNLT I SDVSVSDVPFPFSAQSGA (SEQ I D 
NQi7) residues 1110-1154 of SEQ ID NO:10 . 

Claim 229. (Currently amended) The kit according to claim 3 1., wherein the 
MGF-R peptide sequence comprises at least 12 contiguous amino acids from the 
sequence GT I NVHDVETQFNQYKTEAASPYNLT I SDVSVS (SEQ I D NO:6) residues 
1110-1142 of SEQ ID NO:10 . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: during the 
interview (email and telephone) conducted on 1 1/20/2009 with Dr. Joseph Kim, 
applicant's representative, Dr. Kim stated that SEQ ID NO: 7 is same as the amino acid 
residues 1 1 1 0-1 1 54 of SEQ NO: 1 0 except SEQ ID NO:7 contains a "proline" residue 
instead of "arginine" at position 22, and also stated that "P" at position 22 is a 
typographical error. Since the specification is not about finding a new MUC1 mutant, 
but rather discloses using a region of a known MUC1 receptor, i.e. portion of MUC1 
receptor that remains attached to the cell surface after shedding (page 67 lines, Fig. 1, 
page 9, lines 1-9 as well as page 4, lines 4-7), which interacts with a ligand involved in 
cell proliferation, the Office accepts the "P" instead of "R" at position 22 of SEQ ID NO: 
7 and SEQ ID NO: 6 is a typographical error. 

The closest art is MUC1/Y protein taught by Hartman et al., Int J Cancer (1999) 
vol. 82, pages 256-267.
